Statement of services l<>r which the decoration lias been 
awarded ;— 

On 28-6-1095, at about 2300 hrs. information was received 
about the presence of SS SGt Khondao l.otha, a dreaded 
militant, who was a member of the “Death Squad" of 
NSCN (1-M) outfit. Though no officers on troops were 
available for operations, Subedar Major B. M. Pradhan 
quickly mustered a section strength comprising of washer¬ 
men, sweepers, barbers and other tradesmen and left. He 
met an officer enrontc and requested him to provide few 
OR for the operation and parly was divided into two. One 
was led by the officei and the other by Shri Pradhan. 
They reached the outskirts of (be town and located two 
isolated house., where the hanlccie militant was reported to 
he hiding. One house was cordoned off by six OR. Shri Pradhan 
alongwith four OR entered the house for search. When the 
search party teach the first floor, one person jumped out of 
the window and started running towards the junvle. At that 
time Shri Pradhan slithered down through a pipe and got 
injured in the process, but started chasing the person, despite 
his injtuy on Ins knee, asking the cordon party to follow 
him. After chasing about 700 metres, two OR overpowered 
the person. On interogution he revealed his identity as 
S S Set Uhondao l.otha, a member of the “Death Squad" 
of NSCM (I-M). This death squad was responsible for 
the assassination of the VIPs in the town. 

In this encounter Shii 13. M. Prudban, Subedar Major, 
of Police displayed conspicuous gallantly, courage and devo¬ 
tion to duly of a high order.

The comdt. deployed 81 
MM Mor and fired two bombs towards the militants, as a 
result of which, the insurgents began to retreat.

Reaching 'h: main gate of the suspected farm house, the 
Police party challenged the hiding terrorists to surrender 
bnt instead they started indiscriminate firing on the police.

On 13-12-1994 Dr. Kashmir Singh. fJSP, 'Mcvn! re .’rived 
information from ACP, Crime Branch, Delhi thru a person 
had telephoned from ACP, Crime Branch. Delhi that a 
person had telephoned demanding ransom for release of 
Asbecsh Kansal, a 4 year old boy kidnapped on 2-11-94. 
Dr. Singh rushed with available force to Eleetra World
